test to the samples of milk brought 
in to the city laboratory for exam- 
ination. : 

This test is made for the Purpose 
of ascertaining the presence of sedi- 
ment or gross dirt and although 
rather a crude test, is also a great 
aid in the fight for a cleaner milk sup- 
ply. When we are able to show the 
dairyman the dirt actually out of a 
small'part of his milk supply, it is 
much, @ssier to convince him that his 
methods are wPeng, for “seeing is 
believing.”’ 

For these benefit of those un- 
familiar with this test, we would say 
that it consists of; filtering @ pint of 
milk through a thin pledget of cot- 
ton by means of a device especially 
designed for the purpose. The pled- 
gét catches and holds tne @irt that 
may be in the milk, the amount 
caught varying from a scargely per- 
Septible sediment to an agcumula- 


tion of hairs, sand, straw and other 
filth. The pledgets are removed from 
the filtering device and mounted on 
a.card. Oh appearances, they are 
classified as clean, slightly dirty, dirty 
and very dirty. . 

Tested milk yielding “dirty,” or 
“very dirty” results is evidence of 
carelessness, so the owner of the 
place from which the milk was taken 
is notified and he fs requested to. 
handle cleaner milk in future. 

Housewives who notice a dirt sedf- 
ment in the milk delivered to them 
in bottles can apply this test to the 
milk and present the pledget of cot- 
ton to their milkman as proof posi- 
tive of a dirty, unsafe delivery. A 


simple method, of appling and Placing | = 


at ths opening in the funnel a small 
Piece of clean absorbent cotton. Stand 
the funnel in a large fruit jar and 
filter the milk through the cotton. 
Remove the pledget of cotton care- 
fully and place on a clean white card 
to dry. 

If there is evidence of dirt on the 
cotton, call the attention of the milk- 
man to it. If there is no improve- 
ment in subsequent deliveries notify 
the Health Department. 

If you know of any unsanitary 
condition or have any complaint to 
make, call at the Richmond Health 
Office, or phone 3021, and we will 
give it our immediate  attehtion.
